THE AMERICAN POSITION.

A Washington dispateh of a few days
ago sald it was congldered Important
upon diplomutic  grounds that the
United States should have a respectable
force In China when the end comes, al-
though not essential that the foree
should be as large as that of Hussia,
Japan or Germany. It was suggested
that this country may be called upon to
play a leading part in the settlement
of the future of the Chinese empire and
our declaration that the territorial in-
tegrity of China should be respected
and that all nations should have the
gnme commercial rights there, even
though some international control and
advice were necessary to the native
Chinese government, would gather a
dignity from the presence of several
brigandes of American troops and gome
powerful Ameriean ships which might
not be derlved from the presence of a
few shattered regiments and ill-
equipped gunboats,

A later dlspatch states that the ad-
ministration I8 determined ta keep
aloof from any movement that would
unnecessarily entangle the governwent
of the United States In Chinese affairs.
It must join with the other powers in
the effort to get to Pekin, but it does
not follow, the dispatch, which may
have had official inspiration, goes on
to say, that the government will be
led Into taking part ln any bickerings
or dissensions that ensue over the fuy
ture of China after American cltizens
huve been taken cave of. It is further
stated to be the intention of the ad-
ministration to withdraw our forces,
military and naval, after the Amerlcans
In Pekin have been relieved and wash
its hands of Chinese affalrs, looklong
ouly to the prosm;\'atlun of such priv-
ileges as it has a right to retain for
Amerlcans,

These statements are not in complete
accord. Our government cannot play
n leading part In the settlement of the
future of the Chinese empire and also
wasgh its hands of Chinese affalrs, but
it Is safe to assume that It will take no
position not in harmony with the cir-
cular defining its attitude which was
sent to foreign governments a few
weeks ago. SBo far the administration
has peted In this matter with excellent
judgment, which has placed the United
States in o very strong position for
denling with future events,

If the cltlgens of this country at the
forthcoming election shall ratify and cons
firm the presumpiuous stretches of  aue
thority that have charncterized the conduct
of the administration, then we shall not be
In danger of establishing an empire: the
empire will have been wlrendy established.

Mr. McKinley aldso warns hiz  hearers
agalnst disasters which he belleves the de-
feat of his party will involve. but his faith
in Americun |ostitutions s tot so foeble
that he thinks & democratic vicltory wilil
imperil tham: it will imperial national pros-
perity and nationa) honor, but not national
existence. He thug deccribes the present
condition of the country, which he attributes
to four years of republican admini=tration:

SINGLE TAX IN PEKIN,

Cliy Where Henry Gicorge's Theory is
in Actual Dperation,

Charles Denby, former United States
minister to China, writes an Interesting
article for Colller's Weekly about the
oapital city of the great Chine¢e empire,
in which he says:

On approaching Pekin the traveler sees
the great wall surrounding the city. The
wouth wall of the Tartar city is the north
wall of the Chinese elty. The entire elrcult
around both citles Is 24.26 milea—14.2G6 for
the Manchu city and 10 for the Chinese.
The wall around the Manchu ecity is Afty
feet wide at the top and sixty at the bot-
tom. It is of earth faced with brick, each
of which welghs sixty pounds. The wall
around the outer, or Chinese clty, is thirty
feat high, twenty-five feet thick at the
bottom and Afteen at the top,

The arches of the gates are of solid
granite, and the massive doors are locked
at a little after sundown. .

The Tartar city {8 occupied by ll;p court,
the princes, the legatlons and stores and
business houses, but the Important busi-
ness of the city Is done in the Chlnese

city. Here are the theaters, the clubs and
the great wholesale houses. The Tartar
city was lald out In a grand style, with

broad streets and avenues. The only work
that I8 ever done on the streets Is Just
before the emperor goes to one of the
templed, Then light yellow dirt is scat-
tered on them.

In general, the diplomatic representatives
have thelr residences on Legatlon street,
which the Chinese call the street “of the
subject nations.' On this street the Dutch
legation is the first you pass after enter-
ibg the Cheh Men or Meridan gate. A
hundred yards further s the American
legation, and opposite s the Russian; then
come In their order, on elther &lde of the
street, the Spanish, Japunese, German,
French and Itallan legations. Along the
moat on a slde street close to Legation
sireet, there is the British legation, and
some distance away are the Belglan and
Austrian.  The imperial maritime customs
under Sir Robert Hart has lts chief office
here,

Inside the Tartar city is the Imperial
elty, surrounded, also, by n wall. In this
{nclosure is located the great Catholic mis-
#ion or the Peh Yang.

Inside of the Imperial cily is the walled
and moated “Forbldden olly.” Here are
the lm;wm‘.l dwellings and halls and offices
—fifty or more, This Inoer Inclosure
measures about two snd a quarter miles in
clreuit nand e called Tax Kin Ching, or
“Carnation Prohilbited clty,"

Here lives the emperor, who |8 well called
the “'Suiitary Man." In 1804 the forelgn
representatives were admitted for the firat
time Io the precincts of the prohiblied oity.

The system of taxation In Pekin 1
pecullar and some account of it may prove
to be Interesting.

Pekin is situate |n the prefecture of
Sheen Tien Fu; that is, the region Inclos-
Ing the Imperial capital. It is divided into
two hslen or distriets, viz: Wan Plng Hslen
nnd Ta Hsing Tien, comprising roughly the
castern and western portlons of the eity
respectively, These two disiricts within
the ¢ity, together with twenty-iwo dle-
triots and departments outslde of Pekin—
including Tungeho, Ch'nnplngchou, Pa-
chou, Banho Blen and other towns—make
up the above-mentloned fu, or prefecture.
All of these places pay, through thelr re-
specilyve disiriot or department maglistrates,
# land tax on arabhle land only, which tax
Eoes mot to the provincial treasury at Pao
Ting Fu (the capital of the province of
Pechili), but to the [(mperial board of
revenue at Pekin, This tax varies when the
land is held from the emperor from that
levied when within the domaln allotted to
a prince or his support, belng larger In
the latter came. Tnxos vary, also, with the
crop-proaueing quality of the soil from 10
cents (o $1L.60 an acre, the land In each
district being returned by ofMcers designated
for the purpose, as good or bad, high or low.

Is not this practically Henry George's
Idea of the wsingle tax, and is not a dls-
orimination as wo the crofp-producing quality
of the land wise and proper?- ¥ notes, In
possing, that at Hong Kong city Iols are
not tuxed according te their valuation, but
according to thelr rental value, and this
seems to be & wise procedure,

Inside the clty of Pekin there ls no tax
on land, houses or personal property.
floods brought throught the ecity gates pay
a likin tax, but are exempt from taxation
nfterward, The only tax on land and
houses In Pekin Is the tax on the transfer
of real estate, amounting to about 10
per cent of the price pald, This tax Is ex-
acted on a male of property whether In
or out of the city, whenever the change of
the title registered by ithe parties in the
reglstry at the magistrate's yamen and a
red deed is given, This exaction, however,
I said not to be uniform.

Ta the absence of onerous taxstion of the
body of the people may, to a great ex-
tent, be mscribed the permanence of the
government, Nevertheless, in some parts
of her great dominlons there have almost
always been riots and insurrections. They
have greatly grown out of antagonism 1o
forelgners, which unfortunately has re-
cently found some show of justificatlon In
the high-handed selzures of Chinese ter:

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STORY OF WESTERN EXPANSION,

Planting of Great States and Cities in
the Ameriean Wilderness,
8t. Louls Globe-Democrat

The rapldity with which the western part
of the United Btates has heen transformed
from savagery into civilization is shown in
an impressive way by the fact that two men
who have died within the past few days—
Milton J. Payne and Charles A. Chace—were
among the founders of Kansas City, the sec-
ond city of Missourl in polnt of population
and wealth, and nelther had reached o nota-
bly advanced age. Both of them saw that
town expand from a frontier outpost which
was too small to be put on any map to n
grent trade center whore pame Is known
all over the vorld, though nelther of them
was born In it. In 1880, which s pretiy
nearly the earliest date that Kansas City
figured in the census tables, It had a popula-
tion of 4,418, It had 133,000 in 1890. Prob.
ably Census Director Merriam's count will
show that its population has gone up cloge
to the 200,000 mark in 1000. And vet the
growth of Kansas City has been no more
remarkable than that of Chleago, Minnean-
olls, Omaha, 8t. Paul, Denver and many
other western towns which could bo named.
The creation of all of them has taken place
within a little over & generation of time.

Nothing in the history of the spread of
civillzation over the world is more remark-
able than the planting of statea and cities
in the American wilderness which has taken
place within the past half century. A
woman died a few weeks ago who as & baby
wias one of the survivors of the massacre at
Fort Dearbern by the Indians in the war of
1812, Fort Dearborn was on the site of the
modern clty of Chicago. That baby of 1812
was 4 woman before Chilcago began io
emerge from the swamps near the head of
Lake Michigan, while today it Is the second
clty in the United SBtates in population and
commercial and industrial importance and is
one of the four or five greatest cities of the
earth. 8t. Louls is an old clty, as western
towns go, and has in the nelghborhood of
660,000 people, but there are persons residing
In it who remember when its population wns
loss than 20,000, At a time within the mem-
ory of many lving persons Missourl was the
only state west of (he Misslssippl river
and tho entire number of states was
twenty-four, which is now forty-five. Rich-
ard W. Thompson of Indiann, who died a
few months ago, saw In his early yeirs a
forelgn flag waving above Florida and the
strip of territory along the north line of the
Gult of Mexico onward to the Misslesippl,
and for many yearsa beyond that time the
country's western boundary was the Sabine
river and the Rocky mountains.

The sunflower which sprung up on each
slde of the old Santa Fe trail, part of which
ran through Kansas, has bLeen adopted by
Kansuns as the emblem of thelr state, and
though the name of the Suaa Fe trail
brings up memories which sesm today to
be as anclent as the time of the Arablan
Nights, there are many persons in Missourl
and Kansas who are not very aged who re-
member when that famous highway was
furnishing ts 1lads to the literature of
American adventure, Bome
be met on the streels of St. Louls who
waere hers when Fremont started in Lhe sarly
405 on his career of exploration, with St
Louls us his headquarters and Westport,
the site of the present Kansas City, us his
point of departure, which mnde him the
pathfinder of the Rockies and the Slerra
Nevadas and gave him a place among the
most pleturesque Bgures of history,  Ahout
the same time Marcus Whitman was start-
ing from the same point at the mouth of
the Kaw with the great colony of settlers
which won the territory
present states of Oregon, Washington and
Idaho for the United States, by treaty with
England, just before Fremont, Stockton and
Kearny were planting the Stars and Stripes
In California and advancing the Leoundarles
of the American domaln in the southwest
lo the Pacllic The story of American
expansglon In the contiguous poart of the
present Unlied States is w wonder tale.
Much of it has taken place within the
memory of muny persons who are nol yet
aged. Some of the copsplouous partiel-
pants in it have, comparatively speaking,
been alive untll yesterday.

English Lahor Leader Wriltes on Ount-
look in Great Nritain,

James Kisr Hardle, the well known Eng-
lish Iabor leader, examines in the August
Forum the present position of "Labor and
Politics in Great Britain,”  He tells of the
inception of the lubor movement, of the
diMoultios encountered In gétting repre-
sentation lu Parlinment, of the fusion of
the varlous labor parties Into the “ipdo-
pendent labor party.”  He concludes with a
strangely optimistie prognosis of the part
organized labor shall play In the politics
of the empire, In which he says:
